Sampling bay waters State and local health 
departments for bactericidal count will done regu- 
larly, with further changes the quarantine depend- 
ent upon results these tests.

River problem are two recent cases typhoid fever 
which were traced river water. 


addition the quarantine action, the Board 
requested the Bureau Sanitary Engineering pre- 
sent the office the State Attorney General the 
evidence relating the sewage disposal Santa Ana, 
Anaheim, Fullerton, Orange, Huntington Beach and 
Newport Beach for the purpose proceeding the 
suspension revocation sewage disposal permits. 


Drinking Straws and the California 
Restaurant Act 


Although they are not specifically mentioned the 
California Restaurant Act, the interpretation 
the California State Department Public Health that 
drinking straws are single service utensils and should 
be: 

Purchased wrapped (singly twos) clean 
paper and served customers original wrapping 

Purchased sanitary bulk container, and dis- 
pensed device which effectively prevents the con- 
tamination the straws from dust, dirt, insects, 
the customer during removal straws for his own use. 


This interpretation Section 28630 the statute 
was made following many requests for clarification. 
The section reads follows: 


28630. After washing and bactericidal treatment, 
utensils shall handled such manner 
prevent contamination. They shall stored 
clean place, protected from flies, dust and other 
contamination. Single service utensils shall pur- 
chased only sanitary containers, shall stored 
therein clean dry place until used, shall 
handled sanitary manner, and shall used 
only once.

Figures for the first five months 1948 indicate 
that measles, chickenpox and mumps are having 
year’’ California. 

The 46,619 cases measles reported throughout the 
State the end May were times the total that 
date 1947, and double the median figure for the five- 
year period 1943-47. 

Chickenpox came next with 28,710 cases reported. 
This was 2,000 more than May 31, 1947, and the same 
number above the five-year median. 

Mumps attacked nearly 18,000 children and adults, 
full 7,500 cases more than during the comparable 
period last year and 3,000 above median.

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Two Special Cancer Grants Received 


The State Department Public Health has received 
two grants from the Public Health Service 
finance special cancer projects. 

One fund $43,320 will turned over the Uni- 
versity California Medical School for combined 
research and training program the cytological smear 
technique for diagnosing cancer through examination 
cellular matter from body secretions and ortifices. 
The project will operate continuously during the 
present fiscal year.

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The “Peckham Experiment” 


(Although the phrase ‘‘Peckham Experiment”’ 
probably strikes familiar chord the minds most 
health people this State, understanding 
what and what trying are undoubtedly 
less familiar. Reprinted below, therefore, brief 
review this widely talked about experiment com- 
munity health promotion. The article originally 
appeared the May, 1948, issue Briefs, publica- 
tion the Maternity Center Association.) 

One the most significant developments public 
health the world today the Pioneer Health Center 
London. Located the middle class suburb Peck- 
ham, primarily concerned with health, rather than 
the prevention disease. 

The Pioneer Health Center housed commo- 
dious, modern building with all the facilities com- 
munity center, including swimming pool, cafeteria 
and many community events from group singing, 
informal dances serious concerts, crafts and hobbies. 
The health center operates family club. Each 
family the neighborhood eligible for membership 
the small fee two shillings week. The only 
entrance requirement the club that each member 
the family must have yearly health check-up. This 
overhaul followed conference the whole 
family with the examining doctors. Recommendations 
are made for correctional care, but there com- 
pulsion except the social pressures and the motivating 
forees within the family and the family’s relations 
with others the club and the neighborhood. 

There program instruction, but questions 
about health are answered frankly whenever asked 
all members the club, including the young fry—ques- 
tions about biology, symptoms, reproduction, sanita- 
tion, ete. 

health center exclusively engaged the study 
and promotion health—of growth and development 
and birth,’’ says Dr. Scott Williamson, director 
the Pioneer Health Center. ‘‘The staff health 
center are evolutionists, not pathologists. How then 
human beings grow and evolve? Well the first princi- 
ples their growth that they, the male the female, 
out home whose nucleus the family. The 
Pioneer Health Center is, therefore, home, family 
organization whose membership confined 
homes and families. 

have solved another very important problem 
this home and family membership,’’ continues 
Dr. Williamson. ‘‘It happened this way. Only one 
member any home and family usually wanted, its 
volition, join—most often child. The child led 


its mother and father join, which they often did 
reluctantly. Thus one person who wanted improve 
educate himself brought with him four others who 
had desire educate themselves. But within three 
months, found that all four them were using the 
health equipment the center enthusiastically 
educate themselves. Thus have found that the only 
approach the apathetic the habituated through 
the family and the home 

the chicken, its own inherent instinct 
and skill develops and grows from the egg—autono- 
mously—so the inherent instinctive skill, talent and 
genius the ‘People’ must emerge from its egg, its 
own inherent power—autonomously. Thus the health 
center there were teachers, appointed leaders, 
authoritative rituals like egg hatched out with 
only the warmth congeniality help it. The Peck- 
ham Health Center was not incubator with regula- 
tions and controls, was ‘nest and sitting hen’ 
working the inherent light and heat natural 
‘Autonomy’ took the place 
‘Right’ the place ‘Rite.’ 

there were only two rules. The center, 
like the family was unit autonomy like the egg, 
had self-sustaining. The family paid for sustain- 
ing and maintaining the center weekly subscription. 

other rule was: Man, know thyself. every 
family must learn about itself; therefore the families 
were periodically examined and their health assessed 
and the balance sheet presented and explained them. 
Thus they learned know themselves, insofar 
scientific biology could tell them. 

then the Peckham Health Center—a huge 
social organism, equipped with all the organs and 
implements health—but particularly with multi- 
tude people and homes—with people and personali- 
ties well with material things. 

Peckham Health Center was fact tiny 
commonwealth commonsense for the promotion and 
development health—through the home and its con- 
tained 

The Pioneer Health Center has its finger one 
the most powerful motivating forces healthful living. 
ties together living and doing with knowing. Health 
educators often miss the point. They seem feel that 
people know certain facts about health, then they 
will act wisely upon this information. Much the 
health information provided the great American 
public leaflets, books, motion pictures, exhibits, 
misses the boat because the motivating force lacking. 
can learn much from Peckham about motivation.

Assembly Concurrent Resolution No. called for 
the State Departments Education and Public Health 
investigate the adequacy present programs for 
spastic and crippled children and adults, and report 
their results with the treatment, 
education and training such persons. 

The two departments are working closely with the 
California Society for Crippled Children carrying 
out the request. The main focus the survey 
persons who are normal mentality, but who 
are severely handicapped that they cannot ade- 
quately cared for under the present program the 
home. 

The rheumatic fever survey was requested Sen- 
ate Concurrent Resolution No. 31. asks the State 
Director Public Health ‘‘to investigate the problem 
fever and rheumatic heart disease 
affects the children this State who are need 
treatment and hospital and convalescent 
including occupational therapy, medical social 
services and school health programs related this 
disease and the costs such care and the facilities 
needed provide for them. 

The California Heart Association and the Heart 
Division the California Tuberculosis and Health 
Association are assisting the study. 

Reports covering the two problems will submitted 
the Legislature 1949.
